Major General Hjalmar Riiser- 
Larsen, famed Norwegian pioneer in 
polar and civil aviation, chief of j 
Norway’s wartime Air Force, and a 
dedicated worker for peace, died 
June 3. He was almost 75. 

Riiser-Larsen’s distinguished ca¬ 
reer included the following high¬ 
lights: Graduated from the first 
class of the Navy’s Aviation School 
(1915); second in command on the 
Amundsen-Ellsworth polar aviation 
expedition (1925); navigator on the 
Amundsen - Ellsworth - Nobile flight! 
across the North Pole in the 
"Norge” (1926); leader of the 
Boyd expedition to search for Roald | 
Amundsen (1928); leader of the! 
"Norvegia” expedition to Antarctica I 


(1929-31); his own expedition to 
Antarctica (1933); director DNL — 
Norwegian Aviation Company (1933- 
40). 

During World War II, Riiser-Larsen 
became the first head of "Little 
Norway," the Norwegian Air Force 
training camp near Toronto. Named 
chief of the Air Force Joint Com¬ 
mand in 1941, he later served as 
Chief of the Air Force (1944-46). 
After the war he was head of 
Scandinavian Airlines System’s plan¬ 
ning department and managing 
director of SAS Region Norway 
(1948-55). Dedicated to the pro¬ 
motion of peace, he was president 
of the international “One World” 
movement for seven years.

STOCKHOLM — A new plan for 
Sweden’s national defense was re¬ 
cently submitted to the government 
by the supreme commander of the 
armed forces, General Torsten Rapp. 
The plan outlines a military estab¬ 
lishment costing 4,665 million kron¬ 
or (around $900 million) in 1967- 
68 and then requiring an annual 
increase of 3.5 per cent to cover 
technological development. Over a 
four-year period beginning July 1, 
1967, this would mean an average 
annual increase of $40 million in 
the nation's military budget. 

The report stresses that the chief 
aim of Sweden's defense is to main¬ 
tain peace. The country must be 
so strong that the sacrifices nec¬ 
essary to conquer it would be dis¬ 
proportionate to whatever strategic 
advantages any aggressor might 
gain. Should Sweden be attacked, 
the chief task of the armed forces 
would be to prevent invading forces 
from gaining a firm foothold on 
Swedish soil. 

General Rapp presented three al¬ 
ternatives of varying cost. His own 
proposal is the highest. The other 
two call for expenditures of 4,426 
million kronor. They will now be 
examined by the Committee on Na¬ 
tional Defense, which includes re¬ 
presentatives from the four major 
political parties. 

According to Mr. Rapp’s proposal 
the military forces would be in¬ 
creased both in quality and quan¬ 
tity. It asks for the building of 


new, more modern submarine chas¬ 
ers to replace existant vessels. An 
air transportation organization will 
be built up to increase mobility 
and preparedness and to facilitate 
Swedish contributions to UN peace¬ 
keeping operations. 

The supreme ’ commander also 
suggested measures to maintain 
actual freedom of action in regard 
to production of nuclear arms. He 
did not advocate a decision on 
Swedish nuclear arms now, but he 
called for design work and planning. 
This would cut the time needed for 
production of atomic weapons from 
seven to four years if a decision 
were made to supply the Swedish 
armed forces with these weapons, 
General Rapp said. 

The question of procuring tactical 
atomic weapons has been left open 
by the government and the parlia¬ 
ment. Research in the military nuc¬ 
lear field, which is at present being 
conducted at the Research Institute 
of National Defense, deals solely 
with defenses against nuclear at¬ 
tack. 

Sweden’s Prime Minister Tage Er- 
lander recently told the Riksdag he 
did not share the view that Sweden 
should accelerate nuclear weapons 
research for a possible adoption of 
such weapons. He said protective 
research runs parallel to construc¬ 
tion research and that special re¬ 
search needed for the design of 
weapons could very well be done 
during the building of installations 
necessary for their production.

THE RENTAL PROBLEM . . . 

During the summer months the renting policy for the 
ethnic groups for the fall season must be worked out. At 
present, your President I. E. (Don) Johnson is working with 
a committee of Director P. N. Jorgensen and the Chairman 
from each of these groups. The Icelandic and Finnish Soc¬ 
ieties are the two minority groups. These two groups have 
not been able to use the facilities at the Centre to the same 
extent as the other three groups due to adverse financial 
rental arrangements for the rooms on the lower floor. During 
the past year the Norwegian, Swedish and Danish groups have 
guaranteed an annual rental fee. This annual fee is beyond 
the financial capacity of the two smaller groups. These 
fees are paid for functions held in these rooms such as lodge 
meetings, cultural activities, etc. These fees generally do 
not cover social functions where admissions are charged 
or other functions not directly sponsored by the Lodge or 
Society. The situation is further complicated by the fact that 
there are only two rooms available to five groups. Each 
group should be adequately represented both from a stand¬ 
point of financial responsibility as well as benefits derived 
from the Centre. 

The solution is not easily attained but whatever the 
formula, it must be satisfactory to all the groups or the Centre 
will be a failure. All the groups are essential to the future 
plans of the Centre.

Buy That Share Now

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Present Boom In Sweden's Economy 
Continues But Problems Seen Ahead 


STOCKHOLM — For the short 
term, a continuation of the present 
boom — which is proving even 
more vigorous than previously ex¬ 
pected — and, for the longer range 
future, a somewhat more gloomy 
outlook. 

In brief, these were the main 
points contained in Swedish Fin- 
anceMinister Gunnar Strang’s sup¬ 
plement to the state budget for 
fiscal 1965-66 (originally submitted 
to the Riksdag last January). In 
addition to revised estimates for 
Sweden’s economic performance 
this year, Mr. Strang also spelled 
out the probable economic develop¬ 
ment over the next five years. 

The present economic situation is 
so encouraging that previous pro¬ 
jections of gains in 1965 have been 
nudged slightly upward. Gross na¬ 
tional product for the year is now 
estimated at $19.1 billion, up 4.5 
per cent from 1964. Coming on 
top of a fat 6.5 per cent increase 
last year (the largest such gain 
since the Second World War), it is 
evidence of an exceptionally strong 
economy. 

However, considerable variation 
among various sectors of the econ¬ 
omy is foreseen. A larger gain will 
be registered by investment, while 
private consumption expenditures 
will show a less vigorous rise. This 
in line with the government’s feel¬ 
ing that capital spending by busi¬ 
ness — which has been on a pla¬ 
teau for the past several years — 
should be spurred in order to pro¬ 
vide a basis for future prosperity. 
Thus the budget shows total private 
gross investment up 7 per cent 
from last year, and a jump of 9 per 
cent is projected in business capital 
spending. Private consumption, on 
the other hand, is aiming for a 
more modest increase of but 3 per 
cent. 

The picture is not all rosy, how¬ 
ever. A continuing deficit is fore¬ 
seen (about $135 million in the 
1965-66 fiscal year, up from around 
$95 million in the current year.), 
which can be expected to put fur¬ 
ther stress on an economy that is 
already under considerable strain. 
Money is already extremely tight, 
but the capital market will doubt¬ 
less come under additional pressure 
as government borrowing require¬ 
ments are felt. This pressure will 
also be compounded by business 
demands for funds; new stock is¬ 
sues during the first quarter of this 
year came to about $80 million, up 
from around $50 million in the year 
earlier period, and it is estimated 
that the total for the year may 
be nearly double that of 1964. 

One result of these stresses, with¬ 
in the red-hot economy is a con¬ 
siderable inflationary push. In the 
month of March alone, the con¬ 
sumer price index hopped up more 
than a point (from 185.11 to 
186.39) and the official forecast for 
the full year is now for a price 
climb of about 3.5 per cent. This 
calculation is without considering 
the impact of the hike in the gen¬ 
eral sales tax from 6 per cent to 10 


per cent which will take effect in 
July. 

But even with inflation, the prog¬ 
nosis is that the average Swede 
will thus be slightly better off at 
the end of 1965 than he was at the 
beginning: real disposable income 
is estimated to inch up by 2.5 per 
cent. 

Along with these updated esti¬ 
mates of the immediate future, 
a long-term forecast of the econ¬ 
omy was published. This forecast, 
which covers the period through fis¬ 
cal 1969-70, is not a definitive gov¬ 
ernment “plan," but is merely an 
attempt to sketch in the broad out¬ 
lines of the future of the economy. 

The outlook is not especially en¬ 
couraging: slower growth, more 
pressures on the economy, more 
need for funds, and bigger deficits. 
The disturbing character of the fore¬ 
cast stems in great part from Swed¬ 
en's impatient ambition to raise its 
standard of living as rapidly as 
possible. Projected demands for a 
better life outstrip the country’s 
present resources. 

The government is already aim¬ 
ing for, among other things, more 
thorough health insurance, univer¬ 
sal dental care, higher benefits for 
families with children, and an ex¬ 
panded educational system. The 
higher expenses connected with 
these programs (to say nothing of 
others which may be proposed 
later) by far outrun expected in¬ 
creases in state revenue and some 
additional sources of funds will pre¬ 
sumably have to be unearthed. The 
long-term plan notes that future 
juggling of the tax load in the dir¬ 
ection of more indirect taxes and 
away from direct taxes (which has 
been the trend for the past several 
years in Sweden) will not do the 
job. It is also bluntly stated that 
one can fairly well discount the 
possibility of any tax reduction in 
the foreseeable future. 

But a shortage of money is only 
part of the story. There is also a 
shortage of people. It is estimated 
that the labor force will remain 
about unchanged from now until 
the end of the 1970’s, while it has 
been growing by about one per cent 
annually during the past five years. 
In great part because of this static 
labor force, economic growth is 
slated for a slowdown in growth in 
gross national product from about 
4 per cent during the past few 
years to about 3 per cent in the 
next few. 

Furthermore, it is estimated that 
an additional 12,000 teachers for 
elementary and secondary schools 
will have to be found in the next 
five years, unless methods can be 
found to increase the per-teacher 
“productivity.” Shortages of people 
in other specialized areas are also 
envisaged. 

It is emphasized that the forecast 
is of necessity only a rough projec¬ 
tion and that unforeseen develop¬ 
ments could change things consid¬ 
erably.

3-Minute Limit On Auto-Idling Proposed 
In Stockholm Anti-Air-Pollution Drive 


STOCKHOLM — Idling gasoline- 
powered, automotive engines give 
off two or three times as much 
poisonous monoxide as they do dur¬ 
ing normal driving. This observa¬ 
tion recently brought about a pro¬ 
posal by Stockholm’s Committee for 
Prevention of Air Pollution to limit 
the idling or warming-up of car 
motors to three minutes. Further¬ 
more, a driver would be prohibited 
from leaving his car with the engine 
running, according to the commit¬ 
tee’s recommendation. 

In the future it might be nec¬ 
essary to prescribe exhaust burners 
for gasoline driven vehicles in Stock- 

-o 


holm, the committee said. It also 
recommended measures to facilitate 
the flow of traffic in the city, espec¬ 
ially in some of the narrow streets 
where traffic snarls have been 
shown to increase air pollution. 

In another effort to fight air pol¬ 
lution, Dr. Erik Eriksson of the In¬ 
ternational Meterological Institute in 
Stockholm recently suggested estab¬ 
lishing, during a ten-year period, 
thirty fixed stations in Sweden to 
measure sulphur dioxide and soot 
in the air and the corrosion-forming 
substances in precipitation. The 
permanent stations would be com¬ 
plemented by three mobile ones.

In a recent ceremony at Bergen, 
ten fishing vessels built by yards in 
West Norway were formally turned 
over to Mr. A. M. Thuwaini, board 
chairman of Kuwait National Fishing 
Company, K.S.C. The sizable fish¬ 
ing fleet, manned by a nearly all 
Norwegian crew, is now on its way 
to Kuwait.

gether on the project. The enter¬ 
prising Ankerlokken Verft A/A Salas- 
kontar, Bergen, which signed the 
20 million kroner contract with 
Kuwait National Fishing Company 
in April, 1964, co-ordinated the 
work and designed all vessels. The 
terms are cash upon delivery in 
Kuwait. Norwegian boatyards and 
equipment suppliers are due to re¬ 
ceive 15 million kroner of the total 


amount, with the balance going to 
subcontractors abroad. 

The 178-foot mother vessel, 
named “Marzook,” was built at the 
A. M.Liaaen yard in Alesund. Pow¬ 
ered by two Deutz diesel engines, 
it makes 12 knots. The Ankerlok¬ 
ken yard at Floro built two of the 
eight 90-foot “Asmak 1-8” shrimp 
trawlers.

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Enactment Of People's Pension Shaping Up 


The plan tor an all-inclusive 
People's Pension, one of the most 
significant reforms in Norwegian 
history, is beginning to shape up. 
Recently, Parliament’s Social Affairs 
Committee submitted its recom¬ 
mendations on guidelines for the 
plan, as proposed in a Government 
report last year. Most points are 
unanimously endorsed by the Com¬ 
mittee. There is a split however, 
on the size and management of 
the People's Pension Fund. Labor, 
aiming at a Fund of some 70 billion 
kroner by the year 2000, wants 
loans to be extended primarily 
through state banks. The four non¬ 
socialist parties .refusing to fix the 
size of the Fund at this time, advo¬ 
cate decentralized administration 
and participation by private credit 
institutions. Despite these differ¬ 
ences, the main guidelines are 
likely to be approved and later 
^detailed in a draft law. 

Two-Part Benefits 

The new scheme, which is based 
on the present pension plans for 
old age, disability and survivors, 
would go into force Jan. 1, 1967. 
All Norwegians would be covered 
whether or not they are wage- 
earners. The starting annual basic 
pension would be 5,400 kroner for 
single persons, and 8,100 kroner 
for married couples. Those earn-

ing up to 42,000 kroner a year 
would also receive a supplementary 
pension -to match 45 per cent of 
the average income during their 20 
best earning years. The objective 
is to provide a pension that will 
correspond to about two-thirds of 
the income in the best working 
years. The pension percentage for 
single persons would range from 
128.6% for income of 4,200 kroner 
a year to 52.1% for the 42,000 
kroner maximum. In the case of 
married couples, the percentage 
would run from 192.9% for the 
lowest income to 58.5% for the 
highest covered by the scheme. 
Single persons and married couples 
in the highest bracket would receive 
annual pensions amounting to 21,- 
870 kroner and 24,570 kroner res¬ 
pectively. 

The People’s Pension would be 
built up over a period of 40 years, 
but with 100% overcompensation 
for incomes up to 27,000 kroner 
during the initial 20 years and a 
steadily decreasing overcompensa¬ 
tion the next 20 years. Anyone who 
is 50 years or younger when the 
scheme goes into force would thus 
receive full benefits upon reaching 
the retirement age of 70. Those 
over 50 would earn double benefits 
for each membership year. 

Contribuitions and Administration 

The total People’s Pension prem¬ 
ium, distributed among wage-earn¬ 
ers, employers, municipalities and 
the state, would be raised from 
12.5% in 1967 to 19.2% in 1977. 
Wage-earners would pay 4% of 
their earnings. The increase would 
be covered by raising the employ¬ 
er’s share from 7% in 1967 to 
13.7% in 1977 and the years 
thereafter. The state and the 
municipalities would contribute .75 
per cent each. The premium for

norr-employed would go up from 
6% to 11.5%. Farmers and 
fishermen would pay a direct tax 
of 4% on income, while the rest 
of their share would be covered 
by production taxes. 

All parties represented on the 
Social Affairs Committee agree 
that implementation of the pension 
plan will require steadily increasing 
production and productivity to main¬ 
tain the gross national product at a 
high level, A substantial fund 
must be accumulated to assure the 
economic basis. Assets at the 
disposal of the Pension Fund would 
be used to promote economic 
growth by extending loans to viable 
projects in all parts of the country. 
Housing, industrialization, district 
development, modernization of agri¬ 
culture, forestry and fisheries are 
among the purposes cited in the 
report. 

The Labor majority on the 
Committee maintains that the aim 
should be to build up a Pension 
Fund which about the year 2000 
would amount .to at least three 
times the annual cost of the 
scheme. The total capital would 
thus be about 70.5 billion kroner. 
The four non-socialist parties, on 
the other hand, are jointly opposed 
to the ide aof predetermining the 
size of the Fund at this stage. 

The Labor Party also firmly sup¬ 
ports the Government proposals 
calling for a central Pension Fund, 
whose board would comprise repre¬ 
sentatives of the state, muncipal- 
ities, labor, management, agricul¬ 
ture, small industry, and co-oper¬ 
atives. Loans would be channeled 
mainly through state banks. The 
non-socialist minority advocates de¬ 
centralized administration of the 
Fund and extension of loans 
through the existing credit institu¬ 
tions, such as state banks, commer¬ 
cial banks and savings banks.

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New Credit Act 

Parliament’s Odelstina division 
has approved proposals for a frame¬ 
work Act on Monetary and Credit 
Policy by a vote of 50 to 47. Labor 
and SF — the Socialist People’s 
Party, supported the Government 
bill. The minority comprised the 
four non-socialist parties. A pro¬ 
posal from SF to titghten controls 
received no support from the other 
parties. The Labor - SF majority 
voted down several minority mo¬ 
tions. One of these proposed that 
new regulations authorized by the 
Act should not go into force until 
they had been considered by Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Laborite Trond Hegna, who is 
chairman of the Finance Committee 
said the Government bill met the 
need for regulating monetary and 
credit conditions in a modern 
society, so as to avoid undue pres¬ 
sure on the national economy. At 
the sam etime, the Act would make 
it feasible to channel credits to 
high priority tasks, such as home 
construction, municipal projects and 
district development. 

Conservative Johan Moller War- 
medal, speaking for the four non¬ 
socialist parties, said the sweeping 
stand-by authority vested in the 
Government might sharply curtail 
the volume of loans available from 
commercial and savings banks for 
financing home construction, indus¬ 
try and business. He stressed that 
the Joint Consultation Board, which 
includes representatives, of both 
the Government and the credit 
institutions, should be used to 
reach agreement on the economic 
tools required to control a difficult 
situation. Also, Parliament should 
have the final say on all new regu¬ 
lations.

Labor Party Elects New 
National Chairman 
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The Norwegian Labor Party — 
DAP, at its recent national conven¬ 
tion, unanimously elected 55-year- 
old Trygve Bratteli as new chair¬ 
man and 31-year-old Reiulf Steen as 
vice chairman. Prime Minister 
Einar Gerhardsen, chairman since 
1945, declined reelection. Mr. 
Bratteli, who has served as both 
Finance Minister and Communica¬ 
tions Minister, is now the Labor 
Party's Parliamentary leader. 
Convention Resolutions: 

A political manifesto adopted by 
the convention states that the 
Parliamentary election next fall of¬ 
fers onl ytwo alternatives — either 
a Labor Government or a non¬ 
socialist Government. DAP asks 
authority from the Norwegian 
people to govern the country and 
lead the development into a well 
organized welfare society with 
social justice and rich opportunities 
for all, both at work and at play. 

In a statement on foreign policy, 
the convention pledged continued 
DAP support to an active peace 
policy. With UN far from strong 
enough to insure peace and free¬ 
dom, Norway must continue its 
membership in NATO. At the same 
time, all possibilities for disarma¬ 
ment must be exploited. Norway 
should especially strive for relaxa¬ 
tion and expansion of economic and 
cultural relations between NATO 
countries and the Warsaw Treaty 
countries. 

Expressing concern that the Viet¬ 
nam conflict might lead to a major 
! war, DAP suggests that, to create 
I a better climate for negotiations, 
I bombing of North Vietnam be stop¬ 
ped, while China and North Vietnam 
cease their infiltration. With refer¬ 
ence to USA's unilateral interven- 
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tion in the Dominican Republic, 
DAP says: “It must be a basic tenet 
of international relations that no 
nation has the right to intervene in 
other countries. 

Liberal Party Views 

While DAP met at Oslo, the 
Liberal Party held its national con¬ 
vention at Trondheim. In a unani¬ 
mous resolution, the convention 
cite dhome construction as a main 
task. During the next Parliament 
term, the goal should be some 
40;000 new dwelling units a year. 
The Liberal Party called for sweep¬ 
ing reforms to simplify and ration¬ 
alize the tax system and make it 
more equitable. Uniform rules 
should be worked out by an expert 
committee to stimulate enterprise 
and to counteract waste as well as 
uneconomic investments. 

Deploring the developments 
which have weakened UN, the 
Liberal Party said the primary aim 
of Norway's foreign policy should 
be to build the world organization 
into an effective instrument for 
peace. In order to achieve this, UN 
stand-by peace - keeping forces 
should be increased. Norwegian aid 
to developing countries should 
primarily be channeled through UN 
and its agencies. 

The Liberal Party went on record 
in favor of maintaining Norway’s 
membership in NATO after 1969, 
provided that the organization still 
is deemed suitable for preserving 
peace and protecting Norwegian 
security. If so indicated, there 
should be an advisory plebiscite 
before Parliament makes a final 
decision on continued membership 
in NATO. The resolution said the 
Liberal Party is opposed to admit¬ 
ting dictatorships to NATO.

STOCKHOLM — Sweden’s metal¬ 
working industries are in an optim¬ 
istic and expansive mood accord¬ 
ing to Professor Ragnar Bentzel of 
the Swedish Industrial Institute for 
Economic and Social Research. 

A survey, recently presented by 
Mr. Bentzel, shows that iron and 
steel, engineering and shipbuilding 
industries in this country will need 
100,000 new workers in the next

must depend increasingly on mech¬ 
anization and automation if they 
want their plans realized,” Profes¬ 
sor Bentzel said. 

All branches of these industries 
anticipate a rise in the export of 
their products.
